three, one of whom was a boy of 
seven years 
This boy was later des­ 
tined to become one of 
the 
great 
pioneer figures of Oklahoma and a 
flnafirfal power of no mean calibre. 
The boy was Gordon W. Lillie. 
Young Lillie grew np in an atmos­ 
phere of Indian raids snd general un­ 
real. He became proficient with rifle 
and revolver, and often accompanied 
his father on trips to the little known 
territory of Oklahoma. During these 
exploration tmirs he picked up var­ 
ious Indian dialects, which in later 
years stood him in good stead. 
When the famous "Trapper Tom" 
decided to take an expedition into the 
Oklahoma bad landa. young 
Lillie 
Joined the party 
The object of the 
trip wis to slay buffaloes and ship 
the meat to the contractors then build­ 
ing the Great Northwestern railroad. 
The trip was successfnf from a fi­ 
nancial standpoint, and many of the 
men of the party decided to settle in 
Oklahoma and make It their home. A 
small village was erected, and under 
the leadership of Trapper Tom the 
party sec need some valuable holding» 
in the Cherokee Strip. 
The Indian uprisings which Okla­ 
homa passed through before It came 
to be considered a safe place to live 
were bloody and numerous. 
Gordon 
Little participated In many of these, 
and soon became a valuable govern­ 
ment scout and official interpreter. 
He was well liked by the Pawnees, 
who took him into the tribe as an 
associate chief, and he soon became 
krfown as “Pawnee Bill." 
At this time the cattlemen of the 
southwest swept up into Oklahoma 
from Texas, beat on battle. In those 
days a cattle ranch was maintained 
only by force of arms, and cowpunch- 
ers were selected tor their ability to 
fight. 
The Texas cattlemen were bent on 
defrauding the Pawnees out of valu­ 
able 
grazing 
ground. 
but 
were 
thwarted by Gordon Lillie and Major 
Frank North, "White Chief of the 


Pawnees.” 
Soon after North died and Lillie 
berime the "white chief.” II# ruled 
the Pawnees in a manner that proved 
wise and efficient fHe taught them 
the value of farming and raising cat- 
tie and horses, and today the Pawnees 
are perhaps the largest Indian farm­ 
ers in Oklahoma. 
Whefc the ancient headqiiatlefa of 
the tribe stood, there la now a city 
railed Pawnee City, and Major Gor­ 
don Lille id the “big medicine.” He 
I* president of the local bank and 
owns a huge home ranch south of 
the city, where for a number of years 
h# tried to raise buffalo for meat. 
This venture did not prove successful, 
and he began looking around for an­ 
other means of making money. 
It was then that he decided to or­ 
ganise a real wild west show. 
He 
gathered together a number of prom­ 
inent figures of the old west and 
started on the road 
From the first 
his show was a success, and as his 
only other rival at that time was 
Buffalo Bill, he became well known 
throughout the country. 
In 1903 he joined forces with Buf­ 
falo Bill, and the two organized a 
much 
larger show, and for a time 
were highly ttuccesnful They then 
decided to make the traveling organi­ 
zation greater than anything which 
had ever before been attempted. 
The show went to smash In Bay­ 
onne, N. J., in 1914, and Buffalo Bill 
and Pawnee Bill came to hot words 
which led to the parting of the ways. 
Buffalo Bill went back to Wyoming a 
broken spirited old man, 
and 
hia 
partner returned to Oklahoma seem­ 
ingly serene as ever. 
From that date, however. Pawnee 
Bill has kept out of the limelight. He 
is a solid citizen of Pawnee City, and 
has vast interests which táke up most 
of his attention. 
He is the last pic­ 
turesque figure of the old west, and 
the last of the old plainsmen who 
formed the romantic circle of which 
Buffalo Bill was the leading spirit. 
Today Gordon LiHie aits in his bank 
and centers his entire attention on 
making money, while his former part» 
ner rests in peace on the mountain 
1 craigs overlooking Denver.

At the outbreak of the 
war Werkman, Jus an officer of the 
reserves, rejoined the army. 
He was 
given a company and fought through 
several campaigns. 
Very soon after succeeding to the 
throne, the young Emperor decided 
that he must get into closer contact 
with his peoples. 
Very wisely he 
came to the conclusion the best and 
only 
way 
to 
do 
that, would be 
through the press Ibf his country, or 
rather of his several countries4, and. 


Istry of war sends all clipping* to the 
emperor’s "press aide-de-camp." The 
latter Is a “check” upon the ministry 
of war to see that the emperor is kept 
properly Informed, and brings to the 
letter's attention such news items and 
editorial utterance* as would be of 
interest to him.

But. not even satisfied with that,

He buys all the Vienna

Francis Joseph, the old emperor, 
was an almost incredible martinet for 
etiquette and ceremonial formality. 
Even the barber who 
came 
every 
morning at 6 o’clock to shave the 
emperor had to appear in full evening 
driess with immaculate shirt front 
and clawhammer coat. Baron Sctieael. 
who read the dally reports from the 
various ministries to the emperor at 
10 o’cleck every morning, had to be 
dressAA likewise. 
Bans Stiff Formality. 
Yonng Charles’ first action was to 
rescind this order. 
One may be re­ 
ceived in cutaway or Prince Albert 
coat. 
He then appointed a “press 
aide-de-camp.* 
Next 
he 
broke all 
Hapaburg traditions and the 
rigid 
Spanish ceremonial and etiquette by 
personally receiving newspaper men. 
Werkman fa a man of thirty-eight 
vea^p, tall, straight, with rather round 
sympathetic /ace. and the 
polished, 
courteous manner* of the Austrian 
cavalier. He has a room or office on 
the top floor of the “Hofburg,** or im­ 
perial palace, in Vienna, 
it is 1o 
csted on the “Fraulein Gang,” or the 
Misses” or “Mademoiselle Corridor, 
so called because the rooms of some 
of the young women employed in the 
palace are located on that corridor 
“Fraulein” in German is for “Miss.1 
Werkman is an enthusiastic and skill 
ed amateur photographer and makes 
numerous snapshots when out with 
the emperor. 
Young Charles has the ambition o* 
wanting to be a democratic, popular 
and successful ruler. His experiment 
with a “press aide-Me-cafi^p” to in 
form the public regarding himself 
and keep informed about press and 
people of his countries, will undoub 
tedly be watched 'with interest by 
other sovereigns.

There Is always a special train with 
steam up, ready for the emperor at 
all hours. 
When the emperor goes 
to the front in an automobile, his 
'press aide-de-campe” either is in the 
car with him or in the car immedi­ 
ately behind that of the young em­ 
peror. 
During a trip to the front 
this spring, the second motor car, in 
which was Werkman, went into the 
ditch. The “press aide-de-camp” sus 
tained a fracture of two ribs. 
Captain Werkman is the direct link 
of intermediary between the emperor 
and the Austrian-Hungarlan nows 
paper men. He accompanies the em­ 
peror everywhere, gives out to the 
press such official communications as 
are to be published and, aside from 
that, tells the newspaper men many 
little interesting details and incidents 
about the emperor’s doings, which 
bring the personality, aims and ac­ 
tivity of the letter closer to his peo­ 
ple. 
The “press aide-de-camp" makes 
daily reports to the emperor upon 
the press utterances not only In Aus­ 
tria-Hungary, but in Germany and in
